There Are Gathered the Powers 


ot Europe. 


PROPOSALS 
OF 
MEDIATION 


These Will Be Heard and Considered 
by Representatives of the Various 
Nations Assembled 
at 
Bulgaria's 
Capital to Act Upon the Humble 
Plea of the Vanquished Turk, Who 
Seeks to End Further Disaster. 


London, Nov. 15.—The danger of the 
Bulgers entering the city of the sultan 
Is averted, now that Turkey has come j 
to Bulgaria asking for peace. The ad­ 
mission of defeat on the part of the 
Ottoman empire marks the end of one 
of the shortest and fiercest wars in 
the history of Europe. 
Less than six months ago military 
experts throughout Europe were con­ 
fident that the Turk would be easily 
victorious over the fighters of the little 
Balkan states. 
Their advance, how­ 
ever, has been practically uninterrupt­ 
ed. They have cleaned Albania of the 
Turk, they have marched down until 
the shadows of the sultan’s capitol 
have fallen upon their outposts, and in 
practically every engagement the flags 
of Bulgaria and Servia have swung 
trium phant over the deserted trenches 
of tho Turk. 
Figures concerning the number of j 
hilled and injured have been very mea- j 
aer, but from Vienna comes the word 
that it is safe to say that the total of 
those who have lost their lives on the 
em battled ground between he boun­ 
daries of Turkey in Europe and those 


of the "Balkair-stales, have TSeen well 
above 100,000. 
Throughout Europe the impression 
prevails that Russia, overawed by Aus­ 
tria’s show of force, has withdrawn 
from her high horse, doubtful of the 
support that she was likely to get from 
England and France in view of the 
threatening attitude of Austria and 
Germany. 
Bulgaria, that has borne the brunt 
of the fighting, it is predicted, will get 
the Turkish province of Rumelia and 
a share of eastern Macedonia. 
Alba­ 
nia. the source of contention between 
Austria and Servia, will, it is expect­ 
ed, be transformed into a semi-inde­ 
pendent kingdom under a nominal 
Turkish suzerainty such as prevailed 
in Bulgaria until three years ago. Sa­ 
longa, likely to be the source of bick­ 
erings between Bulgaria and Greece, 
will, according to those in touch with 
diplomatic affairs, be placed under in­ 
ternational control. The allies will 
given commercial concessions at that 
city, but nothing more. 
Bulgaria has received the Turkish 
request for mediation, and the reply 
from that aggressive little state is that 
this request will be received at the 
headquarters at Sofia and that the 
m atter will be discussed with the cab­ 
inets of the allied Balkan nations. 
The note from Constantinople reads: 
“The Ottoman government, having ap­ 
proached the great powers of Europe 
to ask their mediation, we are charged 
to inquire of your excellency if Bul­ 
garia is disposed to accept the media­ 
tion, and if so, to what condition her 
acceptance will be subject.’’ 
At Sofia are gathered the represen­ 
tatives of the various nations, with 
full Instructions as to the proposals 
of mediation.

Sofia 
correspondent 
states: 
“Peace is on the way. 
Grand Vizier 
Klamil Pasha of Turkey has appealed 
to King Ferdinand through the Bul­ 
garian government for a cessation of 
hostilities. 
“The Tchataldja lines have been

“The Bulgarian council of ministers 
is considering the conditions of an 
armistice which, it is stated, will be 
the capitulation of the Turkish army 
at Tchataldja. the entry of the Bulgar­ 
ian troops into Constantinople and the 
surrender of the garrisons at Adrian- 
ople, M onastic Yanina and Scutari. 
“Among the conditions of peace are 
included the cession of the territories 
occupied by the troops of the allied 
states, the internationalization of Con­ 
stantinople, the free passage of the 
Dardanelles, Salonica as a free port, 
and a war indemnity. The arrival of 
King Ferdinand is awaited before def­ 
inite decision is taken.” 


UNITED EUROPE 


Will Tackle Perplexing Problem Cre­ 
ated in the Balkans. 
Buda Pest, Nov. 15.—[Special Cor­ 
respondence.]— Turkey’s 
direct 
ap­ 
peal to Bulgaria for peace removes the 
danger of the Bulgarians entering 
Constantinople, the Serbs capturing 
Durazzo or the Moslems massacreing 
the Christians. 
The next development will be an 
armistice; then a discussion of the va­ 
rious problems involved in the Balkan 
way, but I am glad to affirm that the 
Franco-Russian proposal to refer them 
to a conference will be vetoed by the 
Austrian and German governments, 
which consider such an assembly more 
dangerous 
than 
helpful. 
Austria 
wishes that the whole 
problem be 
tackled by united Europe, standing on 
a higher platform than the triple al­ 
liance and the triple entente. All the 
powers unaniomusly maintain the in­ 
tegrity of Albania. 
These welcome 
consequences marked the beginning of 
the end of Servla’s attitude.”

Text of the Lesson, Mark viii, 27, to ix, 


1— Memory 
Verses, 
36, 
37— Golden 


Text, Matt, xvi, 16— Commentary Pre­ 


pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This lesson is recorded also in Matt. 
xvi and Luke ix. and we will consider 
it with the harmony of the gospels 
before us. 
Mimpriss in his harmony 
says that this is the first particular 
prediction concerning the rejection, 
the death and the resurrection of the 
Christ and was probably apart from 
the multitude and is the first key op­ 
posed to the leaven of the Pharisees. 
Matthew and Mark say that Ile had 
come into the coasts or towns of Caesa­ 
rea Philippi, and Luke adds that Ile 
was alone praying. Ills disciples being 
with Him. 
We shall see in the next 
lesson that Ile was praying also at the 
time of His transfiguration (Luke ix. 
18, 29). 
Luke records other instances 
of His praying in chapters iii. 21; vl, 
12; xi, I; xxii. 41; xxiii, 34. 
He ever 
talked with His Father In heaven with 
the same realization of His presence 
as that of the i>eop!e about Him. 
People talked about Him and had 
their opinions as they have today. The 
Pharisees who liel'ieved in a resurrec­ 
tion thought that He might be John 
the Baptist or Elijah or Jeremiah or 
one of the prophets, at which, no 
doubt, tho Sadducee* scoffed. for they 
did not believe in resurrection or spirit, 
but the Pharisees confessed both (Acts 
xxiii, 8). 
His next question is the one 
that should lay hold of our hearts. 
“Whom say ye that I am?” or as He 
put it to the Pharisees at another time, 
“W hat think ye of Christ?” (Matt. 
xxii, 42.) 
It should not so much concern me 
what others say, but what does my 
heart say. what is He to me person­ 
ally? 
Simon 
Peter, 
generally 
the 
spokesman, answered, “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God" 
(verse 29; Matt, xvi, 16). 
See his 
similar testimony in John vi, 69, and 
that of Martha in John xi, 27. Can I 
look upon Him with His eyes as a 
flame of fire searching me through 
and through and say. O Lord, thou art 
to me the risen living Christ, my per­ 
sonal Saviour. 
If so. then blessed am 
I, for our Father in heaven has taught 
me by His spirit (Matt, xvi, 17). The 
words translated Peter and rock in 
M att xvi. 18, are not quite the same, 
the first signifying a piece of rock 
easily moved and the other a solid 
rock immovable. The rock foundation 
is the great truth that Jesus is God. 
and other foundation can no man lay 
(I Cor. iii. l l; Acts iv. 12). 
The church built on this and on nis 
great atonement as God can never be 
moved. 
The company of all true be­ 
lievers in Him constitutes this church, 
and all else must come to naught. 
Peter was given the keys of the king­ 
dom, not the church, and the church is 
not the kingdom, but the heavenly cen. 
ter of it. 
From that time and re­ 
peatedly He l»egan to tell them that 
at the hands of the elders, chief priests 
and scrim s He must suffer many 
things, be rejected and killed and aft 
or three days rise again (verses 31; ix. 
31; x. 33. 34): but. although to us 
seemingly so plain. His disciples did 
not receive these sayings, not even 
Peter and John, and it is written con­ 
cerning them that up to the time of 
His actual resurrection from the dead 
they knew not the Scripture that He 
must rise again from the dead (John 
xx, 9). 
They had not received the 
message of the prophets that the Mes­ 
siah must suffer, die. be buried and 
rise again, though we can see it plain 
ly in such passages as Ps. xxii: Isa. 
HH; Dan. ix. 26: Zecb. xii. IO: xiii. 6. 
7. Peter therefore said that Ile should 
not speak of suffering: “Be it far from 
Thee. Lord. 
This shall not I>e unto 
Thee.” 
“Pity thyself’ (Matt. xvi. 22. 
and margin). 
Mark our Lord’s reply 
and note that what is not of Gun! is of 
the devil and is an offense to God. 
Believers are either a sweet savor 
of Christ or salt that has lost its savor. 
There is no room for self in a disciple 
of Christ. 
It must be always a denial 
of self, taking up the cross daily and 
following Him; always delivered unto 
death for Jesus* sake, that the life of 
Jesus may be manifest in us; reckon­ 
ing ourselves dead unto sin and alive 
unto God (ll Cor. Iv, IO, ll: Rom. vi. 
ll). 
There Is no cross of gold or jet 
or jewels or flowers seen in Scripture, 
but only a cruel cross of death. 
It means crucified to the world and 
the world to us. seeing Jesus only. To 
one life means business, to another his 
profession, to another pleasure, to an­ 
other this or that great scheme, phil 
anthropic jwrhaps. or just to make 
money, but one who is right with God 
says, ‘"To me to live is C hrist” 
He 
does not ask us to suffer with Him 
without setting before us the glory of 
the kingdom to which He has called 
(I Thess. ii, 12; ll Thess. ii, 14; I Pet. 
v, IO), and to which Ile refers in verses 
38 of our lesson, and which we shall 
see more clearly in next week's study 
of the transfiguration, and to which 
the last verse of this lesson (Mark lx 
I) clearly belongs. 
It was the God of 
glory who appeared to Abraham (Acts 
vii, 2). and we can only be sustained 
In the patient waiting, as He and 
others were. 
But the church as a 
whole Is as blind to the glory of His 
kingdom as the disciples were to His 
death and resurrection, not because it 
is not plainly revealed, but because 
other thoughts and ways leave no 
rf ic

In his sixteenth 
annual 
report 
which is to be issued a few days 
hence, and which is probably the last 
which he will ever write, Secretary 
Wilson, of the Department of Agri­ 
culture, will be able to treat ii' to a 
new symphony in crop reporting.

The report for wheat, oats. 
rye. potatoes, the principal fruits and 
other food products i- likewise flat­ 
tering. the record in some of them 
being' broken. 
To all of us this w ill In* a pleasing! 
tale, particularly as it may tend to 
relieve a scare which has been cre­ 
ated in Europe because of the danger 
of a general war on that continent. 
Of many of our great articles of food 
we w ill have a surplus w hich could j 
reach large figures in our exports if 
a demand abroad should arise for 
them. 
Accustomed as we have been 
in the past few years to seeing the ! 
aggregate products of our 
farms I ,1 
reaching high figure-, the altitude 
which they promise to touch this time 
will W calculated to make ii- dizzy. 
That we are far ahead o f’any other 
country in oar production of most of 
those articles of food i- a twice-told 
tale. 
Thus Thanksgiving for 1912 will, 
when it reaches us, have no difficulty 
in telling what it i' here for. Seldom 
since the holiday was invented nearly 
three centuries ago has it had so 
many reasons for existence as it can 
cite at its approaching appearance. 
What would (tov. Bradford of the 
M assachusetts colony, when he -et 
apart a day of thanksgiving for the 
bounties of the earth which the year 
had furnished, have thought could he 
have glanced, prophetically, at the 
great harvest which 1912 would bring 
to the country whose foundations he 
was assisting in planting. 
The corn 
which the W ampanoags had taught 
him bow to cultivate, and which was 
a native here, has -ince then traveled 
round the earth, but even to-day we 
produce three times as much of it 
as all the re-t of the globe yield-. To 
our remote ancestors the red man 
dealt out more kindness perhaps than 
-erne <*f them deserved.

them from starvation in the trouble­ 
some days which they encountered in 
establishing a great -tate, and inci­ 
dentally they gave to the world one 
of the most valuable o f all its articles 
of food.

had seen shot the night before and 
that members of the Zelig gang to 
w hich the four belonged, were wanted 
for the murder. 
Therefore they fled, knowing that 
although they knew’ and could identify 
the murderers, they themselves, as 
Zelfg gangster*, would lie charged 
with the murder, 
Week* later they 
were arrested.

WORLD ON SOFIA 


NOPOSttS OF NEDUTHH 


These Will Be Heard and Considered 


by Representatives of the Varioua 
Nation* Assembled at Bulgaria's 
Capital to Act Upon the Humble 
Plea of the Vanquished Turk, Who 
Seeks to End Further Disaster. 


London, Nov. 15.—The danger of the 


Bulgars entering the city of the sultan 
Is averted, now that Turkey has come 
to Bulgaria asking for peace. The ad- 
jamisslon of defeat on the part of the 
Ottoman empire marks the end of one 
of the shortest and fiercest .wars in 
the history of Europe. 


Less than six months ago military 


experts throughout Europe were con- 
fident that the Turk would be easily 
victorious over the fighters of the little 
Balkan states. Their advance, how- 
ever, has been practically uninterrupt- 
ed. They have cleaned Albania of the 
Turk, they have marched down until 
the shadows of the sultan's capitol 
have fallen upon their outposts, and in 
practically every engagement the flags 
of Bulgaria -and Servia have swung 
triumphant over the deserted trenches 
of the Turk. 


Figures concerning the number of 


killed and injured have been very mea- 
VSr, but from Vienna comes the word 
'that it is safe to say that the total of 
those who have lost their lives on the 
embattled ground between he boun- 
daries of Turkey in Europe and those 


of the-Balkan states, nave been well 
above 100,000. 


Throughout Europe the Impression 


prevails that Russia, overawed by Aus- 
tria's show of force, has withdrawn 
from her high horse, doubtful of the 
support that she was likely to get from 
England and France' in view of the 
threatening attitude of Austria and 
Germany. 


Bulgaria, that has borne the brunt 


of the fighting, it is predicted, will get 
the Turkish province of Rumelia and 
a share of eastern Macedonia. Alba- 
nia, the source of contention between 
Austria and Servia, will, it to expect- 
ed, be transformed into a semi-inde- 
pendent kingdom under a nominal 
Turkish suzerainty such as prevailed 
in Bulgaria until three years ago. Sa- 
lonica, likely to be the source of bick- 
erings between Bulgaria and Greece, 
will, according to those in touch with 
diplomatic affairs, be placed under in- 
ternational control. The allies will oe. 
given commercial concessions at that 
city, but nothing more. 


Bulgaria has received the Turkish 


request for mediation, and the reply 
from that aggressive little state is that 
this request will be received at the 
headquarters at Sofia and that the 
matter will be discussed with the cab- 
inets of the allied Balkan nations. 


The note from Constantinople reads: 


"The Ottoman government, having ap- 
proecbed the great powers of Europe 
to ask their mediation, we are charged 
to inquire of your excellency if Bul- 
garia is disposed to accept the media- 
tion, and if so, to what condition her 
acceptance will be subject." 


At Sofia are gathered the represen- 


tatives of the various nations, with 
full Instructions as to the proposals 
of mediation.

18, 29). Luke records other instances 
of His praying in chapters iii, 21: Tl. 
12; xi. 1; xxii, 41: xxlii, 34. He erer 
talked with His Father in heaven with 
the same realization of His presence 
as tbat of the people about Him. 


People talked about Him and bad 


their opinions as they have today. The 
Pharisees who believed in a,resurrec- 
tion thought that He might be John 
the Baptist or Elijah or Jeremiah or 
one of the prophets, at which, no 
doubt, the Sadducees scoffed, for they 
did not believe in resurrection or spirit. 
but the Pharisees confessed both (Acts 
xxiii. S). His next question is the one 
that should lay hold of onr hearts. 
"Whom say ye that 1 am?" or as He 
put it to the Pharisees at another tine, 
"What think ye of Christ?" (Matt 
xxil, 42.) 


It should not so much concern me 


what others say. but what does my 
heart say. what Is He to me person- 
ally? 
Simon Peter, generally the 


spokesman, answered. "Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God" 
(Terse 29; Matt. xvi. 16). See bis 
similar testimony in John vi, 69, and 
that of Martha in John xi, 27. Can I 
look upon Him with His eyes as a 
flame of fire searching me through 
and through and say. O Lord, thon art 
to me the risen living Christ, my per- 
sonal. Saviour. If so. then blessed am 
I, for onr Father in heaven has taught 
me by His spirit (Matt, xvi, 17). The 
words translated Peter and rock in 
Matt xvi. 13, are not quite the same, 
the first signifying a piece of rock 
easily moved and the other a solid 
rock immovable. The rock foundation 
is the great truth that Jesus is God, 
and other foundation can no man lay 
a Cor. iii. 11: Acts Iv, 12). 


The. church built on this and on His 


great atonement as God can never be 
moved. The company of all true be- 
lievers in Him constitutes this church, 
and all else must come to naught. 
Peter was given the keys of the king- 
dom, not the church, and the church Is 
not the kingdom, but the heavenly cen- 
ter of it. 
From that time and re- 


peatedly He began to tell them that 
at the hands of the elders, chief priests 
and scribes He must suffer many 
things, be rejected and killed and aft- 
er three days rise again (verses 31: ix. 
31: x. 33. 34): but, although to us 
seemingly so plain. His disciples did 
not receive these sayings, not even 
Peter and John, and it is written con- 
cerning them that up to the time of 
His actual resurrection from the dead 
they kntfw not the Scripture that He 
must rise again from tbe dead (John 
xx. 9). They had not received the 
message of the prophets that the Mes- 
siah must suffer, die. be buried and 
rise again, though we can see it plain- 
ly in such passages ns Ps. xxii; Isa. 
liii; Dan. ix. 20: Zech. xii. 10: xiii, 6. 
7. Peter therefore said that He should 
not speak of suffering: "Be it far from 
Thee. Lord. This shall not be unto 
Thee." "Pity thyself" (Matt. xvi.. 22. 
and margin). Mark our Lord's reply 
and note that what is not of God is of 
the devil and is an offense to God. 


Believers are either a sweet savor 


of Christ or salt that has lost its savor. 
There is no room for self in a disciple 
of Christ. It must be always a denial 
of self, taking up the cross daily and 
following Him; always delivered nnto 
death for Jesus' sake, that the life of 
Jesus may be manifest ia ns; reckon- 
ing ourselves dead nnto sin and alive 
nnto God (II Cor. Iv, 10, 11: Rom. vl. 
11). There is no cross of gold or Jet 
or jewels or flowers seen in Scripture, 
but only a cruel cross of death.' 


It means crucified to the world and 


the world to us, seeing Jesus only. To 
one life means business, to another his 
profession, to another pleasure, to an- 
other this or tbat great scheme, phil- 
anthropic perhaps, or just to make 
money, but one who is right with God 
says, 'To me to live Is Christ'* He 
does not ask us to suffer with Him 
without setting before ns tbe glory of 
the kingdom to which He has called 
(I Tbess. ii. 12; II Tbess. ii, 14; I Pet

In bis sixteenth 
annual 
report 


which is to be issued a few days 
hence, and which is probably the last 
which he will ever write, Secretary 
Wilson, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, will 'be able to treat us to a 
new symphony in crop reporting. The 
department just tails us that cotton 
will very closely approach the unpre- 
cedented yield of 16.000,000 bales 
harvested in 1911, and may possibly 
pass that great total, while corn will 
reach 3,169,000.000 bushels, a quan- 
tity which leaves all past figures for 
behind. The report for wheat, oats, 
rye, potatoes, the principal fruits and 
other food products is likewise flat- 
tering, the record in some of them 
being broken. 


To all of us this will be a pleasing 


tale, particularly as it may tend to 
relieve a scare which lias been cre- 
ated in Europe because of the danger 
of * general war on that continent. 
Of many of onr great articles of food 
we will have a surplus wliich could 
reach large figures in our exports if 
a demand abroad should arise for 
them. Accustomed as we have been 
in the past few years to seeing the 
aggregate products of our 
farms 


reaching high figures, the altitude 
which they promise to touch this time 
will be calculated to make us dizzy. 
That we are far ahead of'uny other 
country in our production of most of 
those articles of food is a twice-told 
tale. 


Thus Thanksgiving for 1912 will, 


when it reaches us, have no difficulty 
in telling what it is here for. 
Seldom 


siiiee the holiday was invented nearly 
three centuries ago has it had so 
many reasons for existence as it can 
cite at its approaching appearance. 
What would Gov. Bradford of the 
Massachusetts colony, when lie set 
apart a day of thanksgiving for the 
bounties of the earth which the year 
had furnished, have thought could he 
have glanced, prophetically, at the 
great harvest which ]912 would bring 
to the country whose foundations he 
was assisting in planting. The corn 
which the Wampanoags had taught 
him how to cultivate, and which was 
a native here, has since then traveled 
round the earth, but even to-day we 
produce three times as much of it 
ns all the rest of the globe yields. To 
our remote ancestors tlie red man 
dealt out more kindness perhaps than 
some of them /leserved. 
He saved 


them from starvation in the trouble- 
some days which they encountered in 
establishing a great state, and inci- 
dentally they gave to the world one 
of the most valuable of all its articles 
of food. 
The vast yield which it 


biings us this year stirs the imagina- 
tion.

Indianapolis, Tsov. 15.—Incidents in 


he interesting and dramatic story that 
itcManrgal '.old on the witness stand 
n the dynamiting cases were how J. 
5. McXamara wormed himself into the 
. 
Angeles Times building, how he 


set the dynamite that destroyed twen- 
:y-one lives, how he suffered the pangs 
of remorse afterward, and how he at- 
empted to kill McManigal -in the 
woods of Wisconsin and then unbos- 
omed himself to his intended victim. 


During 
the 
recital 
Judge An- 


derson leaned upon his desk and riv- 
eted his attention upon the witness, 
every ear was intent in the crowded 
courtroom, and all of the forty-five 
defendants sat as if glued to their 
chairs. The intense silence added to 
:he dramatic setting and made the 
voice of the witness distinct in every 
part of the room. 


Telling of the attempt on his life, 


witness said that out in the woods one 
day while with J. B. and others hunt- 
Ing, witness heard a pistol shot near 
him and, turning suddenly, saw J. B. 
McNamara with the revolver in his 
hand. Witness asked McNamara what 
he shot at. The latter replied, "A rab- 
bit." 
Witness said he could find no 


tracks of a rabbit and accused Mc- 
Namara of trying to shoot him, ad- 
ding: 


"If you try it again you had better 


make a d—d sure shot of it." 


McNamara after that, the witness 


said, seemed more friendly, and told 
the story of the "Times explosion. Mc- 
Namara in the course of this recital, 
according to witness, said that he 
slipped into the basement of the build- 
ing and then tore away a gas jet after 
he had fixed the explosive and con- 
nected it with the clockwork arrange- 
ment.

"Why 
did you break off the gas jet?" 


asked the witness. 


"So there would be a fire after the 


explosion," replied McNamara. 


"Why, didn't you know there were 


people in the building and some of 
them would be burned to death?" 


"Yes, but what difference does it 


make?" 


Then, after a Iitt4e reflection, he ad- 


ded, "But I wish now that I had not 
done it. and if it was to do over again, 
I would not." 


Witness then went on to tell some 


of the explosions he had participated 
in. McManigal told of a plan in Sep- 
tember, 1910. to dynamite the Big 
Four shops at Beech Grove, south of 
this city. ,T. J. McNamara having told 
him that he was thinking of having 
this done while the Inttrnational As- 
sociation of firidge and Structural 
Iron workers was holding its annual 
convention at Rochester, N. Y., and 
at a time, when all international 
offi- 


cials and sonm of the principal local, 
officials of the iron workers would Be 
absent from Indianapolis. 


McNamara, according to the wit- 


ness, however, said that this was a 
matter he desired to talak over.-with 
others at the convention, and that Mc- 
Manigal was not to proceed with his 
attack on the big shops unless he re- 
ceived orders from McNamara to go 
ahead.

Washington. Nov. 15.—In the opin- 


ion of army officers and others who 
have had administrative experiences 
in the 
archipelago, stagnation 
of 


development of the Philippines and 
demoralization of the Filipinos them- 
selves will result from continued agi- 
tation by Democratic leaders 'in con- 
gress cf projects for releasing the is- 
lands from the control of the United 
States. 


One bill indorsed by the Democratic 


leaders of the house already is pend- 
ing, and n serious effort is likely to be 
made to put it through at the special 
session if one is called. This bill pro- 
vided for limited independence at once 
and complete independence by 1920. 


In a demonstration which tco'.c place 


at' Manila immediately after the elec- 
tion of Woodrow Wilson to the presi- 
dency, officials here see the first indi- 
cation of what is to come. More than 
20,000 Filipino:-:, it is reported from 
Manila, indulged in the wildest .iubila-' 
tlon over the Democratic victory and 
listened to addresses in which the rule 
of the United States was declared as 
practically at an end. 


It is regarded as significant here 


that on this occasion Aguinaldo ap- 
peared publicly fcr-the first time since 
his capture by the American troops in 
the islands and addressed the gather- 
Ing in the first political speech he has 
made since the end of his insurrec- 
tion.

FIVE INVESTIGATIONS 


Thorough Inquiry Being Made Into 


Cause of Irvington Wreck. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 15.—Five sepa- 


rate investigations of the fatal wreck 
on the C., H. & D. railroad in Irvington 
have been started. Three of the nine 
injured wreck victims are still in a 
critical condition at the Deaconess 
hospital. 


Two inspectors of the interstate 


commerce commission are in Indian- 
apolis to begin the inquiry of that 
body, and the railroad commission ot 
Indiana has also begun its investiga- 
tion. Coroner Durham is examining 
witnesses and .ludge Markey of crim- 
inal court has ordered the grand jury, 
with special instructions, to begin an 
inquiry. R. B. White, division super- 
intendent of the road, also has started 
his investigation. 


The railroad commission of Indiana 


is contemplating action in the courts 
•against the Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton railroad. The failure of the 
railroad to install block signals as or- 
dered by the commission is the ground 
on which-the action is being consid- 
ered. 
According to the amendment 


of the Indiana block signal act passed 
by the legislature in 1911, a penalty 
of $1,000 a week is provided against 
any railroad company .which violates 
any of the provisions of the act.

from the witness chair, in the order 
named, their story ot a summer night 
that was peaceful, so far as they and 
Dago Frank were concerned, except 
for the moment of terror when the 
three witnesses say they saw in front 
of the Metropole hotel a strange man, 
who later they read was Rosenthal. 
shot to death by liridgie Webber. Har- 
ry Vallon and another man unknown 
to them. 


They had turned and fled then, they 


swore, because their one thought was 
that Webber, Vallon and the unknown 
man whom they saw shooting, and 
Jack Rose and Sam Scbepps. who 
were with Wobber. Vallon and the un- 
known murderer, had opened fire not 
to kill Rosenthal as he came from the 
Metropole restaurant, but to kill the 
gangsters who were telling the story. 
They had gone to the Harlem flat of 
Dago Frank, who had gone home .lust 
before tho murder, they said. 
They 


slept there U:at night, they said, and 
the next morning learned that it was 
Rosenthal "the squealer" whom they 
had seen shot the night before and 
that members of the Zelig gang to 
which the four belonged, were wanted 
for the murder. 


Therefore they fled, knowing that 


although they knew and could identify 
the murderers, they themselves, as 
Zelig gangsters, would be charged 
with the murder. Weeks later they 
were arrested.
